H e Says T h ere is N o U se M ou k eyln g 
W ith th e T ariff. 


W a s h in g to n . June 1st.—H . A. Brown, 
of Massachusetts, a well-known sugar ex­ 
pert and political economist, has addressed 
an open letter to the members of the 
Finance Committee, taking strong grounds 
against the House tariff bill on the sugar 
schedul . 
Brown fortifies his statem ents 
with official data, facts and deductions, 
which he presents concisely and with great 
force. 
H e shows that instead of only 8 or 
10 per cent, of the -agar annually con­ 
sum ed in this country being produced 
here, as some have claimed in Congress, 
that neariy 17 per cent, was produced in 
the U nited 8tates last year, and that the 
proportion of American sugar is rapidly 
increasing. 
Brown claims that the consum ption of 
sngar in this country is greater than in 
Great Britain, where low grade sugar is fed 
to cattle, and that considering the money 
disbursed for producing and refining sugar 
in this country, which equals the duty paid 
on sugar, it is cheaper here th an in any 
other country. 
" 
H e claims that the raising of the color 
line from 13 to 16 Dutch stauuard cannot 
cheapen sugar to consumers, but will bent- 
fit foreign producers only, and argues that 
four-tenths of the Act is no protection to 
American refineries, and if the bounty tax 
is io be forced on the people it shonld ap­ 
ply to every pound of sugar of any grade 
and every kind produced injthis country. 
H e says not less than one million wage- 
earners depend on our sugar industries for 
the support of four times that num ber of 
men. women and children, among whom 
are a quarter of a m illion of negroes, who

Colonel C. F. Crocker stated 
to-day that an investigation showed the ac­ 
cident was due to carelessness, and that 
engineer D nnn offers no reasonable ex­ 
planation that frees him from blame. 
Colonel Crocker continued : "D unn says 
he did not see the danger-signal or the 
open draw until it was too late to stop the 
train. W hy he did not see the red flag or 
the open draw he does not give a good 
reason. 
"H e contented him self with merely stat­ 
ing that he did not see them , and no 
am ount of questioning could get any more 
information on this point. 
I questioned 
him a num ber of times as to why he did 
not see them , but all that he would state 
was ‘I didn’t’ and that’s the only explana­ 
tion I can give. 
“There was nothing in the way to pre­ 
vent him from seeing ahead, and that be­ 
ing the case he certainly was not doing his 
duty. 
Defective m achinery did not cause 
the accident. The locomotive, cars, track 
and train were all in good condition, and 
the rules and regulations that the company 
has provided for the crossing of Webster- 
street bridge by trains are reasonable, but 
b o m atter how good the company’s m a­ 
chinery and method of handling it may 
be, they avail nothing against the incom ­ 
petency or carelessness of m en intrusted 
w ith control. 
‘‘Engineer D unn was careless, and there 
is no way of taking precautions against 
such a fault until a m an is found out by 
doing some act that could only result by 
his excitement. Precautions, however, can 
he taken against accidents dne to incom- 
etent men, but it cannot be said that 
unn was incom petent.”

W a sh in g to n . June 1st.—Senator Sher­ 
man appeals very sensitive about the pas­ 
sage of the bill demonetizing silver, and 
whenever the subject is called up in the 
Senate he jum ps to his feet in an excited 
m anner and declares the matter was thor­ 
oughly discussed and understood. 
YV hen Senator Daniels was speaking sev­ 
eral days ago, Sherm an interrupted him , 
arid declared that the question of demone­ 
tizing silver was thoroughly discussed at 
that tim e and understood by everv m em ­ 
ber of Congress. 
He alluded to Senator 
Stewart, and stated that Stewart was pres­ 
ent and voted for the bill at that time. 
Stewart simply said he knew the silver 
dollar was omitted from the Act of 1873 
codifying the m int laws, and stated he 
would show from the record at the first 
opportunity that the m atter was not dis­ 
cussed. 
Sherm an took an inopportune time to 
bring the m atter np when be knew Stew­ 
art wouldn’t interrupt Daniel's speech by 
replying, but Senator Stewart has since 
thoroughly 
investigated 
the 
case and 
looked tip the original House bill and the 
report of the Senate Committee, with the 
am endm ents of the committee, both of 
which were printed January 7, 1873. 
At the first opportunity, perhaps to-mor­ 
row, Senator Stewart will take the floor 
and explain the whole matter as follows: 
It appears from the report that the com­ 
m ittee recommended striking ont Section 
16. which contained ibe provision for a 
silver dollar equal to a tWe tranc piece and 
substituting in lieu thereof, “ trade dollar.” 
There were twenty amendm ents proposed 
by the Finance Committee, and they were 
acted upon seriatnm , except one, as is 
shown by the Cotigresrionaf Globe. 
W hen Section 15 was reached it was 
eliminated. 
8ectiou 16, which demonetized silver, was 
omitted, as appears by the Globe, and the 
am endm ent to Section 17 was next con­ 
sidered. 
After Section 17, the next amendm ent 
considered was to Section 19, which pro­ 
vided for leaving off’ the "eagle” on the 
silver dollar, half, quarter and dime, and 
substituting in lieu thereof the weight and 
fineness. 
Mr. Casserly objected to leaving off the 
“ eagle,” and Sherm an explained that they 
had adopted the international coinage of 
Europe, with the ratio of 15J to 1, and that 
the dollar provided for in the preceding 
section was precisely equivalent to that of 
a five-franc piece, and it was necessary to 
stam p the weight and fineness on the coin 
so that foreigners m ight understand its 
value, “because,” said Sherman, “the in­ 
tention is that oar silver dollar shall circu­ 
late all over the world.” 
It is possible that the reporter of the 
Congressional Globe m ight have om itted 
from his reports an am endm ent to Section 
16, but such a thing was never known to 
occur, and probably did not occur in that 
case, because Sherm an’s reason for stam p­ 
ing the “ weight” and “ fineness” on the 
dollar would not have applied to “trade 
dollars” if the 
am endm ent 
had been 
adopted, for it m ust be borne in mind that 
after Section sixteen had been passed over, 
Sherman declared it contained a provision 
for a dollar equivalent to a five-franc piece, 
which would be 384 grains, and not a 
“ trade dollar” of 420 grains. 
The trouble is with Senator Sherm an, as 
the record is evidently against him , as 
well as the recollection of every Senator 
and member who was in Congress at that 
time. 
Senator Stewart’s speech, which will 
make an explanation as above set forth, 
showing that silver was never legally de­ 
monetized, will create som ething of a sen­ 
sation in the Senate to-morrow or some 
tim e next week.

W a s h in g to n , June 1st.—Silver and poli­ 
tics are likely to be topics in the House on 
Tuesday, as either the silver bill or the 
McDiffie versus Turpin Alabama election 
case comes up. The order is not yet deter­ 
m ined, but if the leaders who are canvass­ 
ing the Republican representatives pro­ 
gress far enough to insure the adherence of 
the m inority to the main features of the 
caucus bill, they will call it up Tuesday 
under the special rule which will lim it the 
tim e for discussion and final action. 
The bankruptcy and Postoffice appropri­ 
ation bills are also among probable sub­ 
jects for early action. 
In the Senate the silver question prom ­ 
ises to be the principal topic; however 
it is likely to be interrupted by the pre­ 
sentation of conference reports on several 
measures.

A PROPOSED NEW ELECTION LAW FOE 
CALIFORNIA. 


In announcing the full text of the pro­ 
posed new ballot law for California, the Fed­ 
erated Trades Committee has laid down the 
lines upon which the entire debate of 
ballot reform in the approaching cam­ 
paign, and in the Legislature seven months 
henee, must proceed. 
T he R c c o r d - U n io n has for five years 
m ade a careful study of all the ballot re­ 
forms proposed and adopted. 
W ithout 
egotism it may claim to be intelligent upon 
the subject. 
I t was this journal which, as 
th e friend of ballot reform, opposed the 
bill the Federated Trades and the Young 
M en’s Democratic League of San F ran ­ 
cisco urged the last Legislature to adopt. 
T he errors in the bill pointed out by the 


R e c o r d - U n i o n were finally adm itted by 
th e two organizations referred to, and a 
new bill was substituted w ith features cor­ 
rective aud unobjectionable in the main, 
but the legislative session was then too far 
spent to secure due consideration of the 
measure. 
Row, however, w ith wisdom born of ex­ 
perience, the Federates Traded Committee 
has put forward a projtosed bill sufficiently 
far in advance of the approaching cam­ 
paign and the Legislature for any errors to 
be discovered, and all possible objections 
to the bill to be advanced. The proposed 
law has all but two of the good features of 
the New York law, and avoids all its 
errors— which are simply concessions th at 
were made to break down the opposition 
of Governor H ill. 
It is a better measure 
by far than the Massachusetts law, the 
New Jersey, Wisconsin, Kentucky, A us­ 
tralian or any other reform measures of 
th at order. 
W ith a few modifications 
it ought to be adopted by California, and 
placed upon her statute book. 
In short, it 
is so decided an advance in hallot reform 
th at it may be said to stand above and 
beyond all efforts in th at direction. 
The 
main features of the bill may be easily 
and briefly set forth. 
Conventions of political parties 
are 
recognized th a t cast three |>er cent, of the 
vote of the State or district, and their 
nom inations are certified to the Secretary 
of State and the County Clerks. O ther 
nominations may be made by w ritten in­ 
dorsement of three per cent, of the voters 
of the district, but 1,000 indorsements 
shall be sufficient for nomination to any 
office. 
It is unnecessary now to go into 
th e details of these certifications aud in ­ 
dorsem ents; 
they appear to guard all 
rights, and to stop the way to any fraud or 
wrong. 
T he Secretary of State is to furnish all 
ballot paper, which is to be of uniform 
tin t, and to bear a water-mark devised by 
him , changed yearly, and kept secret until 
manufactured. 
All ballots are printed at 
public ex[>ense, by County Clerks. 
They 
are bound iu books of 100, and have a 
stub with a number. 
Each ballot has its 
left hand inch margin perforated, and such 
m argin bears a duplicate of the stub num ­ 
ber. 
All nominees’ names are grou|ied 
alphabetically under the name of the of­ 
fice for which nominated, and they are 
numbered consecutively. 
T his number greatly aids the illiterate 
voter in determ ining whom he wishes to 
indicate as his choice. 
But it is error 
th a t must be corrected to group all the 
candidates’ names under the office title. 
T he New York plan is preferable, which 
groups them not only under the office title, 
but also by party designation. It is clearly 
better for the reform and the voter’s con­ 
venience to print each party ticket in a 
space by itself, to be designated by a cap­ 
tion, and, j>o?sibly, by a small vignette, as 
th e party authority may adopt. 
This 
modification will euahle the voter to vote 
a straight ticket easily, and will make it 
possible to preserve the Story system of 
counting, as under the present law. More­ 
over, it would be wise to specify the size 
o f type lawful to use. 
It is provided that there shall be as 
m any blanks under each title as there 
arc positions to be filled, that voters may 
w rite in any name they please, instead of 
adopting any of the nominations regularly 
m ade. 
T he New York paster system is 
rejected, and w isely; that was a conces­ 
sion made to Governor H ill, and without 
w hich his approval of the new law could 
not have been secured. 
I t is provided th at no other ballots shall 
b? used except the official, and that there 
shaii lie printed and distributed three 
tim es as many unofficial or sample ballots 
as ’.here are regular ones. 
These are t o he 


d is tr ib u te d to applicants by the County 
C lerk, and bearing uo water-mark or num ­ 
ber c a n n o t be voted. B ut they will enable 
voters to exam ine the ballots five days be­ 
fore election, and to make up or mark 
sam ple ballots, that when they come to vote 
#hev v. ;•! not, be confused by the great 


nently in each voting compartment. 
Ten days prior to the election the 
County Clerk is required to advertise in 
two papers of the county, representing the 
chief political parties, the certified lists of 
nominees. 
If there is no newspaper in 
the county he gives the notice by posting. 
There are to be two classes of ballots— 
“General” and “Municipal.” 
That is to 
say, State, District and county nominees 
will be named upon the “general” and 
town and city nominees upon a “munici­ 
pal” ballot. Thus there will be occasions 
when the elector will take into the voting 
booth two ballots, and returning will cast 
two votes, but in such cases the colors of 
the two must be strongly contrasted. 
It 
is provided in the bill also that these 
two classes of ballots shall be cast into 
separate ballot-boxes. 
If there are errors or misprints in the 
publication of the names of the nominees, 
the Superior Court is empowered, on ap­ 
plication, to order the necessary changes 
and corrections to be made. 
There are to be, in addition to the 
Judges and Inspectors of Election, as now 
provided, two Election Clerks for each 
election precinct. 
They are to be of dif­ 
fering politics and are to deliver the bal­ 
lots at the polls to the voters as they 
apply. 
The ballot-box is to be in plain view of 
those assembled at the polls, but behind a 
guard rail at least six feet distant. 
Be­ 
hind this no one must pass except those 
appointed to aid th e Election Board and 
the officers detailed to preserve the peace. 
Beyond, but also in plain view, tiiere are 
to lie voting booths, compartments with 
shelf, paper and pencils, at least one booth 
for every fifty voters in the precinct. 
The process of voting is as follows : The 
elector passes the guard-rail and goes up 
to the ballot-box. H is name and residence 
are given, and if on the register are en­ 
tered upon the poll-list opposite a number 
after the name is called out loudly. 
The 
ballot clerk theu tears from the stub-book 
the hallot of the same number. The elector 
retires to a ballot compartment, and there 
alone m arks an X opposite the names of 
those he wishes to vote for. 
W e think it 
would be wise to provide th at if he desires 
to vote a straight ticket—assuming the 
nominees to be classified according to po­ 
litical nominations—he can do so by strik­ 
ing a line across the face of the ticket, or 
by some sim ilar device render it unneces­ 
sary to m ark each name. 
The voter may occupy a compartm ent 
five minutes. 
If he spoils a ballot he may 
procure another, as in the first instance— 
an entry being made of the fact. 
If he 
cannot read, or is blind, or cannot use his 
hands, he may) on m aking oath to the fact, 
choose one or two clerks from the Election 
Board to aid him, aud under heavy penal­ 
ties they are prohibited from revealing 
how his ballot was m arked. 
The elector 
having prepared his ballot, returns with it 
folded to the ballot-box. 
If the number, 
w hich shows on the outside, tallies with 
the ballot given to him, the perforated 
margin bearing the number is torn oil'and 
destroyed in his presence, and the identity 
of the ballot being thus el^pinated, it is 
cast. 
Iu the New York law it is provided that 
if one spoils a ballot he may receive from 
the ballot clerks another, but the process 
cannot be repeated more than five times. 
In the proposed California law there is no 
lim it. 
T he New York provision is prefer­ 
able. 
Then follow the provisions for punish­ 
ing the crimes of forging ballots, voting 
illegal ballots, prohibiting the use of any 
but official ballots, defacing or destroying 
certificates of nomination, forging official 
indorsements, destroying or removing the 
supplies of voting 
booths, showing a 
m arked ballot, disclosure by election offi­ 
cers of any knowledge of how an elector 
votes, m arking a ballot so as to identify it, 
and so on. 
Some of the offenses are de­ 
clared to be felonies, and for all of them 
the punishm ent is very severe. 
These are the general features of the 
bill. 
There may develop, as it is debated, 
necessity for several changes, hut these will 
be of m inor im|>ortance. 
W hile approv­ 
ing all its general features, w ith the 
amendments suggested, we may find it 
wise to propose still others. 


T h e deplorable railroad accident in 
Alameda county, under a system of rail­ 
roading that, in proportion to the vast 
number of passengers carried, has had 
fewer casualities than any road in the 
Union, demonstrates th at at times the 
judgm ent of the best and most cautious of 
men deserts them . 
There come times in 
the lives of all when a momentary mental 
paralysis holds us in its grasp, and we act 
unaccountably or not all. 
It may be that 
this was the case with the engineer who 
drove his train into a draw he must have 
seen was open, even if the danger signal 
was unseen. 
The records show th at men 
who have beeu the longest and most 
trusted in handling machinery, sometimes 
in a weak moment lose control and wreck 
their trust. 
Except upon the theory of a 
sudden suspension of reasoning faculties, 
it is difficult to account for very many ac­ 
cidents such as that of Friday last.

VETERANS 0E THE CIVIL WAR. 


Im p o rta n c e o f A c c u ra te S ta te m e n ts R e ­ 
g a r d in g M ilita ry R e c o rd s . 
As a part of the census of the people to 
be taken during the m onth of Jnne, special 
provision has been m ade by Congress for 
ascertaining the nam es of surviving sol­ 
diers, sailors and m arines who were m us­ 
tered into the service of the United States 
during the war of the rebellion, and of the 
widows of soldiers, sailors and marines 
who have died. 
In connection with this 
special census of veterans, the organization 
or vessel in which they served, the term of 
service in each case, and present residence 
will be taken by the census enumerators. 
In the case of widows, inform ation regard­ 
ing the service of their deceased husbands 
is also required. 
The im portance of accurate statem ents 
concerning the m ilitary record of each par­ 
ticipant in the late war should not be un­ 
derestimated. 
It should be the duty, niore- 
ever, of every veteran soldier or sailor to 
see that the enum erator is placed in posses­ 
sion of the necessary information concern­ 
ing his own service. 
If he can not be at 
home when the enum erator calls, heshould 
leave a proper m em orandum in the hands 
of his wife or other m em ber of his house­ 
hold, so that the work of the censns may 
not be delayed, and also that there may be 
no doubt as to tbe accuracy of the state­ 
m ents concerning his service’ which may be 
given to the census enum erator. 
That there may be no question as to 
the points to be covered by this mem­ 
orándum, it may be well to state that tbe 
special inquiries to be made concerning 
veterans of the civil war inclade the name, 
the company and the regiment or vessel in 
which they served, their late rank, the 
dates of enlistment and discharge, the 
length of service in years, moDths and 
days, and their present Postoffice address. 
Where a soldier or sailor re-enlisted or 
served in more than one organization or 
vessel, he should be very careful to give 
the term of service in each instance, and 
to cover each enlistment. 
In giving the 
organization care should be taken to dis­ 
tinguish the arm of theservice, as infantry, 
cavalry, artillery, etc., and if a person 
served nnder an assumed name, his state­ 
ment should be made to cover both tbe 
name under which he served and the true 
Dame by which he is now known. 
Veteran* of the war generally will recog­ 
nize and appreciate the value of this special 
census to them, and they should aid the 
census enumerators in getting trae state­ 
ments in every way possible. 
Without 
their co-operation correct resalta can not 
be reached. 
This personal appeal is made 
to them, therefore, in tbe hope that their 
attention may be specially directed to the 
importance ot this work and the Decessary 
information may be promptly supplied to 
tbe census enumerator when he calls some 
time during tbe month of June.

AMUSEMENTS. 


The greatest success that Bronson How­ 
ard, the dram atist, has yet achieved is in 
the production of the m ilitary drama, 
“Shenandoah," which will be played at the 
M etropolitan Theater to-night, to-morrow 
night and at a special m atinee to-morrow 
afternoon. The dram a has had phenom enal 
success wherever presented, wbich is due 
not more to the nicety of the art of the 
very fine company which plays it, than to 
the freedom w ith which the playwright 
has dealt with events of the war of the re­ 
bellion w ithout wounding the sensibilities 
of the defeated in that struggle, or drawing 
the adverse criticism of Union sentim ent. 
It is a dram a that is simple in construction; 
it has not a line of labored dialogue in it; 
there is no philosophizing, preaching or 
grum bling in any scene. There is, indeed, no 
apparent eflort to be sensational or to appeal 
to the sym pathies. It is a short, crisp, 
love story, drawn upon comedy lines, with 
just enough of the realism of war in it, and 
enough of historic accuracy to give the 
essential shadings so requisite in a strong 
picture. It opens with early m orning after 
a ball in Charleston, and with the efforts of 
a gallant young arm y oflicer to press his 
suit for the hand ot a warm-heartea but 
rebellious Southern girl, whose heart is his, 
but whose intense love for the cause of the 
South leads her to sacrifice her affections in 
its behalf. The shot fired against Fort 
Sumter, 
that 
opeued 
the 
four years 
fratricidal war, separates the ball party and 
sharply draws the line am ong the men and 
women of it upon the issues of the rebellion. 
The scene changes with the sweep of time 
to the valley of the Shenandoah, near 
Cedar Creek, where the Union arm y is 
driven to such close quarters that but for 
Sheridan's famous ride and relief it must 
have fallen into the hands of the enemy. 
During this historic period the fate of war 
brings the officer and his love again face to 
face, she as a prisoner held for conveying 
messages to 
the rebel forces; he as a 
wounded m an 
suspected 
of treachery 
toward his best friend, because of a peculiar 
chain of circum stantial evidence reflecting 
upon the honor of that friend, the com­ 
m anding 
General’s 
wife. 
In 
the 
m idst of this 
complication, a charm ­ 
ing comedy love scene is 
worked out, 
of 
m inor 
im portance, 
between 
a 
Union General’s daughter and a rebel offi­ 
cer, as also the tragedy of a gallant voung 
life in the person of the son of a Federal 
commander, who expiates the folly of 
youth by undertaking a perilous enterprise, 
involving the interception of a kev to the 
rebel signal code that was being secretly 
conveyed to the Southern commanders. 
The play closes with the end of the war, 
and the bringing of the characters together 
in W ashington, where hearts are united 
and the anim osities of the war buried in 
the grave of forgiveness. The company 
presenting the story in dram atic form is 
tde same, with perhaps a couple of excep­ 
tions, that made up the cast in New York 
when the piece had a run of 300 nights, 
and is the same that will this sum m er take 
it to Europe. It is strong and finished 
throughout. The company will be assisted 
here in the m ilitary phases of the play by 
Company A of the F irst Artillery Regi­ 
ment, which has been once rehearsed for 
the purpose and is to be given another re­ 
hearsal this afternoon. The same scenery 
that was used in the piece in San Francisco 
will be set upon the stage here. It is 
noticeable for one scene, that of the valley 
at the foot of “Three Top M ountain,” 
which is a trium ph of the sceuic painter’s 
art. The success with which Mr. Howard 
has treated the m atter of his play, and the 
esteem in which the dram a is held at the 
East, may be judged from the fact that W . 
I). Howells, in the Editor's Study of Harp­ 
er'» Magazine for June, makes the play of 
"Shenandoah” the text of a complim entary 
essay—a distinction that is exceptional in 
so severe a critic as that magazine.

The boundary line between the counties 
of Solano and Yolo is a creek that goes 
straggling along nnder the not very eu­ 
phonious name of Putab. It is a pretty 
stream, but it finally gets tired and sinks, 
never to rise again. At one place it is 
spanned by a railroad bridge, and here, 
perched on its north bank, is the town of 
Winters. It is one of those happy little 
sociable villages where the clink of the 
blacksmith’s hammer mingles with the 
roll and rnmble of a Gordon press, and the 
Justice’s sign swings in the same breeze 
with the lid of a coal-oil box bearing the 
legend: 
c h E w . f a l w A S h a n g i R on, 
It is jotted down in the midst of most 
magnificent orchard lands, and enjoys the 
distinction of shipping the earliest frails 
and vegetables to the Eastern markets. It 
also eDjoys a railroad, “a little one for a 
bit,” bnt quite sufficient to meet all the 
needs of the valley through which it runs. 
It carries both freight and human beings, 
and canters merrily on its own time. 
While the apricots and striDg beans are 
being loaded, the traveler has ample time 
to take in the town, play a game of bill­ 
iards, go fishing, or indulge iu any innocent 
pastime he may care to. 
When 
the 
conductor thinks he wants to start he 
gathers his family ’round him and away 
they go—humming along over the beauti­ 
ful country. As the little bob-tailed con­ 
trivance whisks over the rails it has the 
appearance of running away with itself. 
Once upon a tim e a party on board 
am used themselves by dismounting, gath­ 
ering wild flowers for the ladies, and gain­ 
ing the train w ith little effort, and all the 
w hile the train was at its usual rate of 
speed. 
Winters has an elegant new hotel. It 
also has a brilliant future, and time will 
work wonders there. 
Putah creek (pronounced “crick” by the 
natives) is a picturesque stream, a place 
where poet and artist m ight pitch tent and 
find m aterial for verse and canvas m any 
days. One party has taken up quarters on 
one spot, but they are neither artists nor 
poets—they are Missourians. A camp fire 
smokes vigorously under a kettle of bru­ 
nette complexion, which emits an odor 
that is extremely savory. 
Dish-rags and 
red flannel trowsers flutter in the low 
shrubbery, and stew-pans and horse blan­ 
kets strewn around promiscuously form 
fantastic decorations. A half-score of tow­ 
headed youngstets scoot under cover at the 
appearance of a stranger, and as man v dogs 
of various colors and breeds set up a*howl 
that has to be heard to be appreciated. The 
“pater” calm ly smokes a clay pipe, and 
gazes into space with stolid indifference, 
while the ‘‘m ater,” radiant in carpet slip­ 
pers and a m an’s hat, is perched in the 
wagon, from which the horses are de­ 
tached, penciling a letter to friends in good 
old far-away Pike county. 
From a little unassuming brook in mid­ 
summer, this creek changes to a fierce, 
angry river in winter, when the banks, 
some 25 feet high, hold in check the muddy 
flood, bearing giant trees and drift of all 
descriptions. Just now it is in its prettiest 
humor. It putters along, now sinking into 
a dark, deep pool, now rattliDg around a 
bar that shows its teeth, and then widen­ 
ing into a clear space, where every pebble 
is magnified. Immense oaks and cotton­ 
woods throw a dense shade, and in this the 
rank weeds flourish. Purple thistles grow 
waist high in the slopes, and the bnckeye 
bushes dip their plumy blossoms in the 
current like long white fingers. The elder 
blossoms are like miniature yellow um­ 
brellas, and soon the purple berries will 
bend them to the ground. In the long 
grass the muddy-colored snake glides out 
of one's path, shooting out his tongue, like 
á woman at a sewing circle. There are two 
things to which I give plenty of room— 
one is a snake, the other the man who has 
not heard of McGintv. 
Fish of fabulous proportions have been 
caught in this same innocent-appearing 
brook, and the bare-footed boy with a 
freckled nose, one suspender and a guilty 
conscience absents him self from school and 
angles through all the long suBny after­ 
noon. In the glassy, dark pools he finds a 
bath fit for Egypt’s glorious Queen. 
In a 
boudoir carpeted with emerald and deco­ 
rated with pink wild roses and honey­ 
suckle, under a canopy of oak leaves that 
the starlight filters' through, the philo­ 
sophic tram p finds repose, safe from the 
world’s busy ham and away from the bay 
field, where gnats and heat and work 
abound. H e fricassees his carp and pur­ 
loined potatoes in an oyster can, and be­ 
tween courses lies on his back, gazes into 
heaven’s blue and dreams and dream s the 
silent hoars away. 
On the south side of the creek are two of 
the adobe houses built over thirty years 
ago. They are cozy and comfortabie, and 
bear the same semblance to the sm art arch­ 
itecture of to-day that a pea-towl bears to a 
m ud hen. 
One, in particular, m ust strike 
deep into the heart of the lover of the an­ 
tique, and any one who has the im agina­ 
tion of a granite slab cannot fail to weave 
romances while resting under its broad 
verandas. The walls are two feet thick, 
the large bricks being made by the Indi­ 
ans of straw and m ud (the bricks, not the 
Indians). The roof is a gentle slope, and 
verandas ten feet wide on upper and lower 
floor protect the m ud walls from crum bl­ 
ing in wind and rain. 
A generous coat of 
whitewash covers it all, and it stands in the 
moonshine like a grim old ghost. The 
rooms are large, the ceilings low. and ai 
every turn one confronts a deep-sunken 
window or a porch starting off abruptly to­ 
w ard—it doesn’t know where. 
In the tw ilight it seems meet that the 
ghosts of long-departed senors and señor­ 
itas should come and take possession of 
the quaint old pile. The surroundings 
lend an Oriental twang, and are in keep­ 
ing w ith the swarthy-skinned and color- 
decaed phantom s that verily seem to throng 
its portals. W here, in sunny Spain, are 
skies more blue, fruits more" luscious, or 
air more gentle than in our own California? 
Truly these few acres m ight have been 
plucked from tbe heart of that beautiful 
country across the seas. 
Surrounding tbe curious old house are 
vineyards of purple aDd white grapes and a 
grove of orange trees, where a belated 
waxen blossom may be found nnder the 
glossy leaves. There are palms and acacias 
that clash their stiff leaves together; rows 
of giant fig trees, and elbowing these are a 
dozen or more olive trees, old as Methuse­ 
lah and still in their infancy. Their leaves 
are gracefnl and slender, gray and silver in 
color, and answer to every whisper of wind. 
The blossoms are so tiny and of such a 
delicate creamy tint, and these misshapen 
old raoDarchs, covered with a moss of 
creamy filagree, might be likened to an old 
man tricked out in bridal finery. Climb­ 
ing up one corner of the white washed 
wall is a pomegranate tree, itsslender arms 
filled with blossom* as scarlet and volnp 
tuous as tbe lips of a maiden. 
In a hammock nnder this fancy may 
paint a dark-eyed señorita twanging a 
guitar. Oleanders, tall aDd scraggy, glow 
like a pink blueh against the white wall. 
Mulberry trees are laden with their black 
wormy berries, and birds chatter cease 
lessly in the trees that haDg a dazzling 
mass of ripe red cherries. It only takes 
half a fancy to fill the house and grounds 
with groups of dancers and singers, and 
allesantlros talking love in tbe honied ac­ 
cents of the Spanish tongue. But, oh ! ye 
who have followed me to this stage of the 
game, imagine what a rude awakening it 
was to have “the oldest inhabitant” inform 
me that the house was superintended and 
inhabited by Missourians.’

All that is mortal of the late Captain 
Thomas P. Dwyer will be laid at rest to­ 
morrow. The funeral will take place from 
the family residence.

From there the body will be 
taken to the Cathedral, where solemn re­ 
quiem mass will he celebrated. There 
will officiate at the mass, beside the cele­ 
brant (Rev. Father Hiiupts), a deacon, sub­ 
deacon, assistant priest and acolyte. There 
will be several priests from abroad, and 
among those who are expected are Rev.

The 
funeral will be attended by tbe Young

Tbe casket in which the body will be 
interred is of the richest and best material. 
It is lined with heavy white satin of the 
finest texture and dtaped in black broad­ 
cloth, faced with black velvet. The fittings 
are of the newest designs, in gold and ox 
idized gold, embellished with crosses and 
the letters “I. H. 8.” The side-bars, to 
which lugs of this description are attached, 
extend the full length of the casket, and are 
encased in black satin. The plate is of the 
same material as the other fittings, and 
bears the inscription; 
CAPTAIN THOMAS DWYER. 
Died May 30,1890, 
Aged 59 years 6 months and 29 days. 
The body was embalmed at Oakland on 
the day following Captain Dwyer’s death, 
by Mr. Reeves, of the undertaking firm of 
Reeves & Long, of this city, and will be 
encased in the metallic casket described 
above. 
In all local circles tbe death of Captain 
Dwyer is deeply deplored, and the circum­ 
stances connected therewith add to the re­ 
gret that is expressed by all classes. De­ 
ceased, although of a retiring and nnosten- 
tatious disposition, had, by his public spirit 
and good deeds, won the respect and love 
of the people among whom he had so long 
resided, and there is no concealment of the 
sorrow that is felt at his untimely and 
tragic d e a th .

CONGO F R E E STATE. 


E n g la n d ’s 
S en satio n al Ilea l 
W ith th e 
K ing o f B elgium . 
London, Jnne 1st.—W ithin a few weeks 
the announcem ent will be officially made 
of the purchase by «he British Government 
Of the Congo Free State, the area of which 
exceeds 1,200.000 square miles and the pop­ 
ulation 30,000,000. The frequent trips of 
K ing Leopold of Belgium to London d u r­ 
ing the past few weeks, and his num erous 
protracted interviews with the M arquis of 
Salisbury and Secretary of State for the 
Colonies Lord Knutsford, are due to the 
im pending sale w hich the Prim e Minister 
intends to spring upon the country m uch 
in the sam e m anner as Lord Beacon&field 
did the purchase of Suez Canal shares. 
Salisbury regards the acquisition of the 
Congo State, which is the richest district of 
the entire African Continent, as a magnifi­ 
cent coop, which will appeal to the patri­ 
otic feeling of every Englishm an, and will 
enable hitn to dissolve Parliam ent next 
fall and face the general election with every 
certainty of success arid the consequent 
prolongation of Tory tenure of office for 
another Parliam entary term of seven years. 
THE UNITED STATES’ HESITANCY. 
All the transactions in connection with 
the parchase are completed and the official 
announcem ent of the sale is delayed solely 
by the hesitation of the United States to 
consent to the repeal of Article IV. of the 
Berlin Congo treaty of 1884. which stipu­ 
lates that all merchandise imported into 
the F:ee State shall rem ain free from im ­ 
port or transit dues for twenty years. The 
revision of tbt3 clause was first mooted at 
the A nti Slavery Congress in session at 
Brussels, Leopold basing nis dem ands for 
authorization by the signatory powers of 
the Berlin treaty to levy custom dues on 
all im ports into the Free State, on the 
ground that the revenues to be derived 
therefrom were absolutely necessary for 
carrying on the adm inistration of the Gov­ 
ernm ent. 
THE SALE A NECESSITY. 
In fact, both he and his representatives 
have given the Powers to understand that 
it will be impossible to carry on the adm in­ 
istration aud developm ent of the 8tate 
w ithout pecuniary relief to be derived from 
the imposition of custom dues oc imports, 
and that means this sale is indispensable 
in order to avoid a deficit in the Congo 
budget, although Stanley has given reason 
to discredit these statem ents by expressly 
declaring in two public speeches that the 
Congo Free State was paying cent for cent 
on the money which is invested there, yet 
the British G overnm ent has lent the full 
weight of its official support to Leopold’s 
dem ands on the subject of the imposition 
of custom dues. 
A lthough the Government has already 
decided to offer Stanley the Governor-Gen- 
eralship of their new dependency, yet both 
the M inister and Leopold are careful to 
avoid giviDg the great explorer any hint of 
the negotiations which have been going 
od, for Stanley, although a famous ex­ 
plorer, is utterly lacking in either tact or 
discretion, a fact that no one deplores more 
deeply than his friend aud adm irer Leo­ 
pold. 
THE CONTRACT TEICE. 
A lthough there is the highest authority 
for the above statem ent, it is impossible to 
obtain the exact figures with regard to the 
price paid for the purchase, but it is be­ 
lieved to be between $40,000,000 and $50,­ 
000.000. 
To. Leopold the sale is a m atter of vital 
im portance, for he has not only his own 
enorm ous wealth, but it is rum ored also 
that he has a still more considerable for­ 
tune which he holdB in trust for his de­ 
m ented sister, ex-Empress Carlotta of Mex­ 
ico, invested in the Congo enterprise. For 
years past he has been moving heaven and 
tarth to obtain the sanction of France and 
England to a Congo lottery loan, with a 
view to recouping his loss. 
LEOPOLDS DILEMMA. 
This is all the more urgent, since the con­ 
viction is gaining ground that Carlotta has 
recovered tier reason, and that she may de­ 
m and from her brother an accounting of 
her fortUDe. 
Moreover, as the sovereignty 
of the Congo F ree States is vested in Leo­ 
pold individually, Belgium as a State hav­ 
ing no participation in the responsibility, 
he is bound to make arrangem ents for the 
continuation of the Congo enterprise after 
his death, for he is now an aged m an. 
N either his brother, the Count of Flanders, 
nor the laiter’s son. Prince Baldwin, who 
is the heir apparent to the throne, has the 
slightest taste for the Congo enterprise, 
but they have always discountenanced and 
deplored 
Leopold's infatuation 
in 
the 
m atter.

S om ething N ew in M erch an d isin g —T rip 
A ro u n d th e W orld. 
London, June l9t.—A German steamer 
which is intended to make a round of the 
ports of the world, carrying a floating bazar 
as cargo, is now being loaded at Ham burg, 
and the originators of the idea hope that 
she will sail before the end of June. Stalls 
are to be erected on the decks, and German 
goods will be displayed to all advantage. 
There will he curiosities, side-shows and 
refreshments peculiar to the German na­ 
tion, while music of the Fatherland's com­ 
posers will be given by faultless Teuton 
bands. 
A small arm y of commercial trav«lers 
will invite all possible customers at every 
point of call. There was an idea of having 
young ladies to preside over some of the 
stalls, but it did not entirely command it­ 
self to favor, some of the older heads 
thinking the damsels m ight part with their 
sensitive hearts as well as with their goods, 
and quit the ship altogether. Each voyage 
is to last two years, and the first stoppage 
will probably be New Y ork. The great 
ship and her cargo have cost £250,000.

E nforcing C elibacy.
